BERLIN, Fob. 5 — (UP) — A 
tightening of Nazi control in the 
economic field 
may follow the 
drastic shakc-up in the army, air 
force, foreign office and diplomat­ 
ic service, it was predicted in 
some quarters today. 
Strong hints that the process of 
‘'am algam ation” of the arm y and 
Nazi party had not been com­ 
pleted, and that there would be 
further moves, were thrown out 
by Nazi party newspapers. 
It was indicated that a declara­ 
tion on foreign and political m at­ 
ters which Fuehrer Adolf H itler 
is to make to the Reichstag Feb. 
20 m ight m ark the end of a re­ 
organization period. 
IS Generals to Retire 
It was announced officially to­ 
day that seven army and six air 
force generals would retire Feb. 
28. 
It was admitted semi-offi- 
cially th at the retirem ents were 
based on “differences of opinion.” 
With himself in full control of 
the entire fighting forces as chief 
of national defense, with the w ar 
m inister 
and 
the 
arm y 
com 
mander in chief eliminated, with a 
switch in foreign m inisters and 
the recall of three key am bassa­ 
dors, H itler had effected what 
some foreign diplomatic quarters 
called “a bloodless June 30.” But 
Nazis, while adm itting that the 
shakeup cleared an 
atmosphere 
of political tension, denied stoutly 
that there was anything at all to 
suggest in it a bloodless version 
of the drastic purge of June 30, 
1034. 
It was generally felt that at 
least for the present Nazi domi­ 
nance in army and foreign policy 
had 
been 
vastly 
strengthened, 
partly 
by 
“promoting” 
certain 
conservatives, partly by frankly 
getting rid of some conservatives 
As regards the possibility of a 
tightening up 
in 
the 
economic 
field there has been dissatisfac 
tion in some quarters with the 
development of the four year plan 
of economic self sufficiency, and 
it was felt that this field m ight be 
next. 
In this connection there 
was some interest in the appoint­ 
ment of Karl Von Jazwitz, an 
advocate of foreign trade mono­ 
poly, as head of a new departm ent 
of foreign trade, exports and for­ 
eign exchange in the m inistry of 
economics.

followed the $3,500 holdup of a 
branch of the Ohio National bank 
by five hours yesterday. 
Police at first believed the man 
known as ’M ack” was Charles 
Bird, notorious Cleveland gunman, 
but a check of fingerprints showed 
he was not. 
With the aid of 
Cleveland police and Federal Bu­ 
reau 
of 
Investigation 
agents, 
authorities v 
: tried to identify 
“Mack” today. 
Two other detectives, one bandit 
and a woman were wounded in th j 
battle. 
Dftective Danner May Die 
Detective William J Danner, 43, 
was in critical condition with a 
bullet wound in his stomach. 
De­ 
tective Leo Phillips, 36, was treat­ 
ed for a wound on the forehead. 
Only Detective Robert Cooke, 40, 
escaped the deadly gun fire. 
Carl Boettcher. 24, Cleveland, 
was the wounded bandit. Hts con­ 
dition was reported as serious. 
Steve Figuli, 20, Cleveland, the 
fourth bandit was captured but 
not wounded. 
Mrs. Violet Wotring, 38, wrho 
lived in the rooming house, was 
wounded seriously in the cross fire 
after the detectives had gone there 
on a tip that the bank robbers 
were hiding there. 
Figuli confessed 
to Cleveland 
detectives who came here that the 
same gang held up the Lorain 
Street Savings bank and a branch 
of the Cleveland Trust Co. last 
month.

—The United States demanded to­ 
day th at the Japanese 
govern­ 
ment say categorically on or before 
Feb. 20 whether Japan is building 
or plans to build super-battleships 
in excess of 35,(HK) tons. 
The alternative, in event Japan 
fails to give a satisfactory reply, 
the note stated, would be that the 
United States would be compelled, 
in consultation with Great Britain 
and France, to consider construc­ 
tion for themselves of super-bat­ 
tleships larger than 35,000 tons 
and mounting guns larger than the 
present 16-inches calio.e. 
The demand was contained in a 
note cabled to Ambassador Joseph 
C. Crew at Tokyo for presentation 
to the Japanese foreign office. 
The British and French govern­ 
ments are making like demands, 
the state departm ent said, 
“A preliminary consultation has 
taken 
place 
and 
the 
British, 
French 
and 
American 
govern­ 
ments have decided to 
approach 
the Japanese government with a 
request for information,” the de­ 
partm ent said. 
The United States, Great Britain 
and France are signatories to the 
1936 London naval treaty which 
limits the size of warships they

spised no one so much as the

publican, 
especially 
when 
the gatherer of Rome’s taxes was 
one of their own people. 
But in 
Matthew, whom ail his fellows 
regarded 
as 
a 
renegade 
Jew, 
Jesus saw a heart of gold and the 
possibility of a great saint. 
So 
Jesus called Matthew 
from 
the 
seat of custom, saying, “Follow 
me.” 
And he arose and followed 
him. 
Furthermore, when Mat­ 
thew gave a farewell dinner for 
his former associates in the Ro­ 
man customs service, Jesus even 
dared to attend the banquet, and 
thus further offend the sense of 
propriety

scribes

Pharisees, who demanded:

He had come to lift men 
up, and was unshamed to “rake

to 
ostracize from 
religious 
fellow­ 
ship those whom any smug 
set 
felt might seem out of place in 
their society. 
Long-Faced Religion 
Because Jesus did not go about 
with 
a 
long 
face 
and 
sancti­ 
monious 
mien, 
his 
enemies 
charged him with a lack of piety. 
While they were fasting he was 
feasting. 
Their 
own 
religion 
hurt them while Jesus 
and 
his 
disciples seemed to enjoy theirs! 
“And they come 
and say unto 
him, why do John’s disciples and 
the 
disciples 
of 
the 
Pharisees 
fast, but thy disciples fast n ot?” 
His answer, in effect, was that 
folk should not fast unless they 
felt like fasting, and even then 
they should not make a fuss and 
ado about it. 
If there were not 
an inner sadness there should be 
not autward sham or show of it. 
With John the Baptist in prison 
his disciples might well feel sad 
and 
show 
it 
in 
fasUng. 
But 
Jesus' presence with his disciples 
was the occasion of such joy that 
fasting would have been an in­ 
congruity.
